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Black requests meeting with Clemons, staff, tea

Willis Black, chairman of the com- 


| mittee that investigated the charges of 
discrimination in the inter-collegiate ath- 


letic program, has asked for a meeting 


with SSC football coach Ray Clemons, 


the football! coaching staff and the entire 


| football team. 


Black asked for the meeting after he 
and the other members of the committee 
came under fire for their recommendation 
that Clemons and SSC basketbal! coach 
Jeck Heron be removed to non-coaching 
positions. Black made it clear, however, 
that he is now acting as an individual and 
not as a member of the committee. 

Black's request for the meeting is 
contained in a letter to Clemons, which 
asks that the meeting be called to clarify 
the differences and similarities between 
the groups. 

Prior to Black's request for the meet- 
ing, members of the SSC football team 
called a press conference to ‘‘demand, 
not ask’’ for a public apology to Clemons 
by the members of the committee which 
Black headed. They charged that the 
committee’s report had smeared the two 
coaches. 

Black is allegedly unhappy with the 
manner in which the football! players 
handied the matter, saying in the letter 
to Clemons that he is ‘‘not inclined to 
meet the demands of a small group of 
players who use a press conference for 
communication."’ 

Some of the committee members have 
also questioned some of the charges made 
by the football players during and after 
the press conference. According to most 
reports, the action of the football team 
in support of Clemons was unanimous, 
however, some of the committee mem- 


bers deny this and charge that some team 
mernbers abstained on the vote to support 
Clemons. 

The football players also have re- 
portedly alleged that no members of the 
footbaii team testified before the com- 
mittee before it recommended Clemons 
be ousted. it has been charged tha any 
testimony by football players was taken 
on a tape recorder, and subsequently 
erased before the committee heard it. 

Committee members deny this. They 
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Coach Ray Clemons 


told the Hornet that tape recordings were 
made, but that these recordings were 
taken while the players actually testified 
before the investigating committee, They 
also said that the tape recordings have 
been preserved and were never erased. 

in the face of wide criticism of the 
recommendation that Clemons and Heron 
be removed from their coaching positions, 
Otto Butz, acting-president of Sacramento 
State College, appointed another com- 
mittee to investigate the athletic depart- 


ment, 

The new committee members appointed 
by Butz are Emil Mrak, former Chan- 
cellor of the University of California at 
Davis, and two local attorneys, Louis N. 
Desmond and Douglas RK. Greer. They 
are to prepare an ‘‘evaluation of the 
interpersonal relationships, professional 
ethics and educational! policies in the SSC 
inter-collegiate athletics program.’’ It 
is not known when this report will be 
completed. 


Education Department commended 
for promoting participation 


Monday at the State Capitol Building, 
Senator Mervyn Dymally (D, -— Watts.) 
presented Dean Karl Openshaw of the Edu- 
cational Department a plaque containing a 
Senate Resolution commending the estab- 
lishment of the Education Council, The 
resolution was unanimously passed August 
7, 1969, 


The Resolution read: 

“WHEREA:, The Sacramento State 
College School of Education, under the 
leadership of its Dean and faculty, has 
ereated an Education Council; and 

“WHEREAS, The Education Council 
was one of the first attempts by any of 
the departments at Sacramento State 
College to promote meaningful and rep- 


resentative student participation in all the 
affairs of the department: and 

“WHEREAS, The Education Council 
has served as a vehicle to allow a freer 
exchange of stud.nt and faculty ideas; 
and 

‘WHEREAS, The Education Council 
has helped to implement a policy of 
permitting meaningful and representative 
student participation on all faculty com- 
mittees of the School of Education: no., 
therefore, be it 

‘‘Pesolved by the Senate of the State 
of California, That the Members commend 
Sacramento State College’ s School of Edu- 
cation for its creation of an Education 
Council to permit meaningful student par - 
ticipation in the affairs of the Schoo! of 


Education; and be it further 

‘Resolved, That the Secretary of the 
Senate transmit a suitable prepared copy 
of this resolution to the Sacramento State 
College Schoo! of Education, 

This resolution was introduced by Sen, 
Mervyn Dymally and Sen, Albert Rodda 
(D — Sacramento),”’ 

Chairman of the Education Council, 
Jerry Haleva, was present to witness the 
pre sentation. 

This event is considered significant 
since it happened at a time when the mem- 
bers of the Education Council who are the 
student delege.es to the School of Educa- 
tion are seeking the right to vote on pro- 


posals before that body, as wel! as to make

M and S fees: Another 
name for tuition 


Farly next month SSC students once again will dig into their pockets 
and cough up fees at the time they register for Spring classes, For the 
Spring Semester these fees will tota: $84, a new all-time high. These 
so-called “Registration Fees’’ frequently prove to be mysterious to 
most students and this commentary will seek to explore the different 
fees involved, 

As demonstrated by the recent student body referendum, the $10 
Student Activity Fee is perhaps one of the least understood fees, Hope- 
fully this situation was corrected during the referendum and will not 
be discussed further in this commentary. 

4 $6 College Union Fee, instituted by direct vote of the student body 
in the 1965-66 school year, seeks to support a college union building 
(and its accompanying program) in the south campus area to be built 
(hopefully) in 1971-72. These fees go intoa trust fund maintained by the 
Student Association Manager, Mr. John Krier, and administered by a 
College Union Committee whose Chairman is Fred Mayer. These fees 
are on a sliding scale and as the date of construction nears and the 
program actually begins the fees will increase, 

The $13 parking fee goes into a state trust fund used to maintain and 
expand parking facilities throughout the State College system. 

4 new $1 ‘‘Facilities Fee’’ being instituted for the first time next 
semester will seek to expand health services facilities. This is the 
first time student fees have veen used to construct physical plant fac ili- 
ties (other than college unions) and reflects a departure from past 
procedure by the Board of Trustees in response to legislative budget 
cuts, 

The final fee | turn to is the ‘Material and Service Fee’’ which has 
been raised next semester to $54, its highest level since its institution, 
Because the MAS fee is the most expensive and perhaps the least under- 
stood fee — by students and faculty alike — ! shall devote the bulk of 
my attention to this mystery. 

The Material and Service Fee is used, as its name applies, to support 
student materials and services, “tudent services are considered to be 
‘peripheral to the genera! college program but enhance the well being 
of the student."’ Student services include the ac tivities of the Dean of 
Student's Office, admissions and records, counseling and testing, foreign 
studert counseling, student activities and housing, graduate placement 
and financial aids, and health services. Of these, all but the first two 
are financed out of the M&S Fee. 

In addition, “‘Instruction Supplies and Expenses”’ 
the M&S Fees. These inciude gym clothes and laundry, « hemicals and 
supplies, art supplies, sheet music, and the like — areas in which 
charging a special fee applicable only to the students in the program 
concerned (lab fee, gym use fee, etc .) would cost more in administrative 
paper shuffling than the programs are worth. 

M&S Fees contribute services to the college and the students which 
are considered to be vital by most campus officials, Examples of the

The use of the fees collected for M&S functions (or rather, ‘Student 
Services’’) for purposes other than those for whichthey were supposedly 
collected has recently sparked some controversy in the SSC Academic 
Senate. 

In announcing the acquiescence of the SSC campus to the “‘request’’ 
of Chancellor Glenn S, Dumke that the college accept an overload of $50 
students for the Spring Semester above the number for which the college 
was budgeted, Acting President Otto Butz reported his intention to 
utilize certain unused M&S Fees to hire additional faculty to handle 
that overload. Mr. Butz and College Business Manager Stan P retzer 
reported that the funds to be used in filling the additiona! 10-12 positions 
would not normally be used but rather go into the State General fund; 
rather than allow that to happen the positions would be filled, a tactic 
which has been used in the past. 
~ Mr. Pretzer related the fact that while the overall budget for M&S 
Fees for the entire 19-membe: State College system must balance — 
taat is, income must equal outgo — such a balance is not necessarily 
che case on each individual campus: San Jose might spend more than it 
collected while Sacramento spends less. The Business Manager argued 
that it would be folly to forego the use of the excess M&S Funds for the 
following reasons: 

(1) The whole attempt to belance M&S outgo and income ts done only on 
a theoretical, system-wide basis once ayear, and is a gimmich designed 
solely to give the Department of Finance greater control over the bud- 
getary process, 

(2) Sacramento State College (and the other State Colleges) have been 
using excess M&S Fee collections to hire additional faculty for the past

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EOP applications 
now being accepted 


Applications for new students to 
be admitted to the E.ducaticnal Op- 
portunity Program for the Fall of 
1970 are being accepted at Sacra- 
mento State College, directors of 
the program announced today, 

The Educational Opportunity 
Program is a special project which 
was set up in the Spring 1968 to 
facilitate college careers for stu- 
dents who are under severe finan- 
cial or academic handicaps. 

This Fall more than 300 stu- 
dents have been attending Sacra- 
mento State College unde 5 
provisions of the EOP, some 202 
of those being new students who 
were admitted at the beginning of 
the Fall semester 

EOP officials said that eligible 
students include those who are 
either high schoo! g-aduates or are 
non-graduates who are over 21 
years of age. thers eligible in- 
clude stucents who hee completed 
fewer than 60 units at junior col- 
lege and who have encountered 4 
* situation making it impossible or 
extremely difficult to continue at 
a junior college.” 

Sull other students who have 
completed over 60 units at 4 junior 
college but who have compiled a 
jess than 2.0 grade point average 
are also eligible. The final group 
who may apply include those jumor 
college students wh ose grades are 
2.0 or better but who find it 
‘Impossible to continue their edu- 
cation without financial aid.” 

EOP officials urge that students 
who desire EOP application forms 
should cal! the Educational Oppor- 
tunity Program at 454-6183 or 
write to the FOP office at Sacra- 
mento State. The deadline for re- 
turning the completed application 
is April 15. 

Students are requested not to 
include the $10 admissions appli- 
cation fee at chis time, Once they 
are notified they have been admit- 
ted to the program, students may 
then mail the $10 application fee 
to the College.

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Fresh insight into throes of rebellion in America

How do you deliver fresh in- 
sight into the throes of rebellion 
in America? 

One way is to take a generous 
portion of author Ken Kesey, add 
a touch of Hawthorne and Melville, 
sprinkle lightly with Henry James 
and then somehow tie it all to- 
gether by reliving a summer 
night's party four years ago domi- 
nated by Hell’s Angels and accented 
by “police cars parked outside 
the gate with red lights revolving 
in the leaves.”’ 

This whole amalgamation was 
patiently digested by students and 
faculty members Thursday from 
7 to 10 p.m. in the Sacramento 
State College Music Recital Hall 
as chairman of the SSC art de- 
partment, John Fitz Gibbon, pre- 
sented what was erroneously 
advertised as a ‘“‘Happening’’ to 
Dr. Richard Hughes’ class, ‘‘Re- 
bellion in America.”’ 

Hughes, in introducing the art 
teacher, revealed he had already 
paid penance for the mistaken 
advertising when he dreamed Fitz 
Gibbon showed up wearing a busi- 
ness suit and sporting short hair, 
sans mustache. Fitz Gibbon, whose 
mustache is accompanied by 
shoulder length hair, wore black 
leather bell-bottoms tied with a 
red white and blue sash. His bone- 
colored shirt was open at the chest. 

Fitz Gibbon, who has estab- 
lished a reputation on campus for 
staging unusual ‘‘lappenings,”’ 
warned the audience that tonight 
they were only g:tting a ‘‘semi- 
academic lecture,"’ 


Pre-Sgt. Pepper days 


Beginning his lecture, entitled 
‘Ken Kesey in Amerika, Artist 
to Avatar,’’ Fitz Gibbon said al- 
thoueh he admires Kesey, they are 
not good friends. ‘‘Kesey is a 
powerful personality and | didn’t 
want to be drawn into his orbit,” 
he explained. He said he first 
met the author of “One Flew Over 
the Cuckoo's Nest’ at a seminar 
in linguistics and creative writing. 
‘‘In those pre-Sgt. Pepper days, 
I was one of those nasty boys in 
school ... (the kind that) made 
a lot of smart points,’’ Fitz Gib- 
bon freely admitted. 

One of those smart points was 
made after Kesey said that he did 
not do any of his writing, that it 
all came from ‘‘above.”” ‘Well, 
Mr. Kesey,"’ Fitz Gibbon asked 
sarcastically, ‘‘when you were at 
Stanford did you read Plato’s dia- 
logue 2 (the one where 


Socrates makes fun of lon saying 
a speaker is inspired by God and 
Olympus, i.e., the artist is in- 
spired by temporary madness.) 
‘‘Kesey gave me a real good look,”’ 
he continued, ‘‘a look that implied: 
‘you must be one of the most ob- 
nixous individuals,’ but also said, 
‘maybe you are worth me not put- 


ting down.’ So Kesey said yes, 
he had read it at Stanford. 

Here the art professor pointed 
out that artists have been known 
to purposely put people onat times. 
He cited how the Beatles answered 
’ to all questions at a press 
conference, while at another they 
answered al! questions ‘‘no.”’ 

Before continuing his story 
about the events at Kesey’s home, 
Fitz Gibbon illustrated what Kesey 
had meant when he said American 
novels are written as “‘commer- 
cials.”’

Conflicts 


From the beginning, according 
to Fitz Gibbon, artists have seen 
the message that American liter- 
ature is usually about conflict — 
conflict between nature and 
society, conflict between spontan- 
eous action and the thought-out 
act, conflict between the smart 
and the dumb. In each novel, Fitz 
Gibbon pointed out, the hero is a 
young person while the bad guy 
is invariably an old person. 

He read excerpts and para- 
phrased passages from such well- 
known works as ‘‘Daisy Miller,” 
“Billy Budd,” ‘‘Huckleberry 
Finn,” and ‘‘The Scarlet Letter” 
to illustrate his points. 

At any rate Fitz Gibbon must

Two weeks later Fiz Gibbon 
accepted Kesey’s offer tw act as 
an art critic. After dropping 
‘‘some money’’ at Bay Meadows 
racetrack, Fitz Gibbon set out 
on his motorcycle with a girl 
named Sarah, ostensibly for a 
swim at the ocean. ‘‘But,’’ con- 
ceded Fitz Gibbon, ‘‘I'd been sort 
of driving by Kesey’s place near 
La Honda and knew where he 
lived."’ 

Through the twisting hills out- 
side of Belmont came Fitz Gibbon 
and Sarah on the BSA 650 cc twin 
and onto the wooden bridge that 
led to Kesey’s cabin. ‘‘Pretty 
girls,’’ Fitz Gibbon remembered, 
“‘were painting a sign on Kesey’s

A man with 
shaggy hair and hippy glasses sat 
on the ground in the lotus position:

‘‘Iiello, Allen Ginsberg,’’ said Fitz 
Gibbon to the startled beat poet. 

Drawing on his 16 years of 
railroad experience in the Oakland 
switchyards, Fitz Gibbon talked 
with Ginsberg about railroads and 
poetry while the sounds of Miles 
Davis came from speakers hidden 
in the surrounding redwood and 
fir trees. Also up in the trees 
was ‘‘mountain-girl,’’ who would 
watch for cops and invite them in 
for coffee. (acid — LSD — was 
legal in 1965) Ginsberg told Fitz 
Gibbon about his Merry Prankster 
days in New York City, Ginsberg's 
trip was to park his bus on 42nd 
Street and wave to the ‘“‘busy 
people’’ with his glo-ink painted 
hands, 


The Chinese heat 


Then Fitz Gibbon had an oppor- 
tunity to learn a little more about 
violence and this thing called re- 
bellion in America from Kesey. 
Prefacing his story with the fact 
that Kesey was all-state high 
school wrestling champion, he told 
how Kesey was in the bathroom 
painting flowers on the toilet when 
agent William Wong of Narcotics, 
the “Chinese heat,’’ landed on 
Kesey’s shoulders, Kesey threw 


him out,

An explanation 


And now Fitz Gibbon was ready 
to tie it all together and show how 
it fit into the ‘*Rebellion in Ameri- 
ca” theme of Hughes’ class. He 
said Kesey’s party was a prototype 
of what can happen. ‘‘If Kesey can 
do it with the Angels, you can do 
it with your parents or your 
teacher,”’ Fitz Gibbon explained. 
“The blue and white-collar silent 
maiority has got to conquer fear 
and find something in common with 
the ‘control people.’ ”’ 

Fitz Gibbon suggested that re- 
bellion with guns is not the answer, 
‘because they (the Establishment) 
will eat you up.’’ He said war will 
stop when one side puts down its 
guns and says, ‘‘We don’t have to 
do it this way.’’ 

He told the audience to follow 
the guidelines that have been with 
us since Hawthorne’s time. ‘*Turn 
other people on to the message. .. 
smile at them . . the artist's 
trip, the journey to the Fast goes 
on . . have fun and drop your 
hangups . . . have more pleasure 
and enjoyment ... skip and play 
games,”"’ Fitz Gibbon stressed sin- 
cerely.

The issue exploded in the Academic Senate when SSC Counselor 
Willys Folsom attacked the concept of using student services funds 
for purposes other than those for which they are intended, 

Dr, Folsom is especial! concerned about a creeping tuition trend 
in the California State Colleges and cites the recent decision by the 
California Coordinating Council for Higher Education (CC HE) advocating 
@ moderate tuition for the CSC, 

The issue of even charging an M&S Fee at all is raised by Messrs, 
Bailey, Folsom, and Pretzer. \ll agree with SSC Vice-President 
Darrel Inabnit that M&S Fees are in fact a tuition and that any fee isa 
deterrent to people seeking a higher education. Professor Folsom, 
however, would prefer to call a spade a spade. If fees are’ *< raised 
every year and used for instructional purposes, then it .s dishonest to 
say they are being used for student services, Nevertheless, Mr. Folsom 
believes the tuition charge should be collectec separately from any 
M&S Fees, 

An interesting side-light of the whole student services vs, instruc- 
tional purposes question is raised in the recent report on the re- 
organization of the Division of Health, P.E., and Recreation, In that 
report Dr. Inabnit advocated that in the future the Director of Athletics 
report to a vice president for student affairs rather than through an 
academic vice president because athletics is funded from student acti- 
vities fees and is not necessarily a part of the educational program of 
the college, 

The vice president for student affairs would be in charge of all 
student services including admissions and records. A request for the 
establishment of this position has been in the last three budgets sub- 
mitted by Chancellor Dumke. 

Dean Bailey stresses the importance of this elevation of the student 
services area which currently come underneath him, At long last the 
college would be recognizing the importance of these vital functions, 
Dr. Bailey ports that the University of California has long had a 
vice chancellor for student affairs on its campuses. 

Dr. Folsom also emphasizes the necessity of making this change, 
His concern lies with the fact that student services must be free 
from administrative haggling and be recognized for its important 
contributions to the campus. Dr. Folsom goes so far as to join with 
Mrs. Myra Nanny Long, SSC Activities Advisor, in advocating that 
that wing of the Administration Building which houses most of the 
student services activities be renamed “Student Services’? in order 
to emphasize the separation of the administration from these activities 
and to prevent intimidation of students, (If and when the new SSC 
library is built, an entire building devoted to and named ‘‘Student 
Services’’ will exist.) 

As mentioned earlier, the Board of Trustees of the California State 
Colleges has raised M&S Fees for the Spring Semester as a result 
of cuts in the 1969-70 budget. As reported by Mr. Pretzer, not all of 
the fee increase will be used for student services but rather wil! be 
comingled to balance the entire CSC budget. When paying their $54 
in M&S Fees and total of $84 in Registration Fees (including parking)
